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PERB Rules, Administration Stalls 
Separate Librarian Bargaining Unit! 


Supervisor Names Pulled From Hat? 


In a victory for UC librarians and the AFT, the Public Employment Relations 
Board ruled that there would be a separate librarian bargaining unit in the 
forthcoming elections. PERB's October 5 ruling rejected the University 
administration's argument that librarians be included in a large, hetero- 
geneous unit including thousands of non-academic and academic professionals. 


The University administration recently presented its list of those librarians 
it alleges to be supervisors. Those on the list would be denied full collect- 
ive bargaining rights since the Higher Education Employer-Employee Relations 
Act severely limits supervisor's rights. The University's list can fairly be 
characterized as outrageous. It includes librarians who clearly are not super- 
visors under the meaning of HEERA, which states that employees whose duties are 
substantially similar to those of their subordinates shall not be considered 
supervisory. Indeed, in the CSU system, all librarians up to and including 
Assistant Directors of Libraries were ruled by the PERB to be non-supervisory. 


The administration's highly inconsistent list would declare 53 UCB librarians 

to be supervisory, but only 11 from UCLA. Even within a single campus great 
variations occur. In Berkeley's General Library, 37% of the librarians would 

be excluded from bargaining, while only 9% of those in the Non-General Libraries 
would be. Even within a single unit, inexplicable inconsistencies are found. 

In one instance a librarian is identified as a supervisor, but the head of his 
library (also a librarian) is not. PERB is almost certain to reject the admin- 
istration's list out of hand. The AFT's legal staff will urge PERB to follow 

its CSU precedent in order to guarantee that UC librarians have the chance 

to decide for themselves whether to bargain collectively.
